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Premier announces immediate 
support for Alberta Farmers 


A one-time agricultural pack¬ 
age totalling $145 million in new 
provincial funding will assist Al¬ 
berta farmers. 

Premier Ralph Klein and Ty 
Lund, Minister of Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development, 
made the announcement on 
March 14. 

“This one-time payment is in 
response to the high cost of ship¬ 
ping grain to port, rising input 
costs, low commodity prices and 
adverse weather conditions fac¬ 
ing our producers,” said Premier 
Klein. “It also shows Alberta’s 
commitment to address the un¬ 
fairness practised by Ottawa 
when they excluded our farmers 
from their recent assistance pack¬ 
age.” 

The immediate support pack¬ 
age will have the following com¬ 
ponents: 

•The new Alberta Farm In¬ 
come Assistance Program 2000 
(AFIAP) will pay $4.29 of provin¬ 
cial funds per acre for all arable 
acres. All Alberta producers who 
were actively and directly farm¬ 
ing as of December 31, 1999 will 
be eligible. AFIAP is expected to 
cost $121.4 million. 

•The province will provide a 
credit to all producers purchas¬ 
ing all-risk crop insurance for 
the 2000 crop year. This measure 
will cost approximately $20 mil¬ 
lion and will result in a premium 
reduction of 30 percent of each 
producer’s premium, regardless 
of the coverage level chosen. 

•In anticipation of low live¬ 
stock water supply and storage, 
the province will invest $2 mil¬ 
lion to increase provincial water 
pumping capabilities by approxi¬ 
mately one-third. 

• In response to producer sug¬ 
gestions with respect to the Farm 
Income Disaster Program 
(FIDP), the $50 application fe 
and 1% administrative charge on 
successful applications will be 
removed. The elimination of the 
FIDP fees will be retroactive to 
include all 1999 claims, saving 
applicants approximately $1.6 
million annually. 

Under AFIAP, a 1500-acre 
farm will receive $6435 in one¬ 
time provincial assistance plus 
crop insurance credits for the 
2000 crop year. 

“This assistance will be dis¬ 
tributed quickly. As farmers ap¬ 
ply, we will issue cheques with 
the shortest possible turn-around 
time, said Lund. “It is our aim to 
have most of the assistance dis¬ 
tributed in time for spring work. 
To help us do that I would en¬ 
courage farmers to apply as soon 
as possible.” 

Premier Klein sent a letter to 
the Prime Minister March 15 to 
follow up on Lund’s meetings in 


Ottawa on March 1, 2000. The 
Premier demanded that Ottawa 
include Alberta in its assistance 
program by cost sharing AFIAP 
on a 60 percent basis, as is cus¬ 
tomary for Canadian agricultural 
assistance programs. 

Based on an examination of 
the funding announced for Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba, the 
province calculates that approxi¬ 
mately $103 million in federal 
funding would represent a fair 
federal contribution to Alberta 
producers. The Premier commit¬ 
ted that any federal cost-share 
funds received will be distrib¬ 
uted to producers in addition to 
the provincial program an¬ 
nounced March 15. 
’’Ottawa needs to step up to the 


plate and demonstrate fairness,” 
said Lund. “As soon as they do, 
Alberta farmers will receive this 
additional assistance based on 
their provincial application.” 

AFIAP application forms will 
be mailed out to all producers 
this week. They will also be avail¬ 
able at all Alberta Agriculture 
and in printable form on the de¬ 
partment’s web site at 
www.argic.gov.ab.ca. 

With the combination of the 
enhancements to the Farm In¬ 
come Disaster Program an¬ 
nounced in October 1999 and to¬ 
day’s new funding, the Alberta 
government has committed more 
than $300 million in new or en¬ 
hanced programs for Alberta 
farmers this fiscal year.

Drunk driver had children 
in vehicle 

A 34-year-old man arrested 
for drunk driving in the Dids¬ 
bury High school parking lot last 
month has been fined. 

The accused pleaded guilty in 
Didsbury provincial court on 
March 15 to a charge of driving 
with a blood alcohol level greater 
than 80 mg percent. 

Judge Frank Maloney heard 
an RCMP officer driving by the 
school at about 3:30 p.m. on Feb. 
23 was waved down by the 
school's principal and another 
teacher. 

The officer was told a vehicle 
parked in the teacher's parking 
lot had just narrowly missed hit¬ 
ting another car in the lot. 

When the officer approached 
the vehicle, the driver had an 
open beer in his lap and two 
young children in the back seat. 

The man was arrested for 
drunk driving. Breathalyzer tests 
indicated his blood alcohol level 
was 220 mg percent, or almost 
three times legal limit. 


The fact the man was arrested 
with children in the vehicle in a 
school lot was an aggravating 
factor, Judge Maloney said. 

The accused told Maloney he 
realized the "gross responsibil¬ 
ity" of his actions. 

Darren William O'Reilly, 34, 
was fined $1,200 and prohibited 
from driving for one year. 

O'Reilly has two previous 
drunk driving convictions, as well 
as a conviction for driving while 
disqualified. 

Man refuses to obey court 
order 

A Sundre man who refused to 
comply with a court order that he 
not drink liquor has been fined. 

Mark Perry Admussen 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
breech of probation and failure 
to attend court. 

Court heard the accused was 
spotted drinking in a Sundre bar 
by his probation officer, contrary 
to an earlier probation order. 

Admussen also failed to re¬ 
port to appear for a scheduled 
court appearance in April 1999.

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RCNIP requesting public assistance

The Didsbury RCMP are ask¬ 
ing for the public's help in locat¬ 
ing suspects in two crimes that 
have happened lately. 

First off, the local detach¬ 
ment is trying to locate suspects 
who shot at signs at the Dids¬ 
bury RC Funflyers Club 
grounds, located one mile west 
of Didsbury and 2 1/4 miles 
north. 

Constable Steve Woolnough 
says that a pilot's sign on a 
chain-link fence at the grounds 
had at least five shots through 
it and a bulletin board there had 
been shot at least twice. 

Woolnough says that this 
incident occurred in the last few 
weeks since March 1, and that 
there are no suspects as of yet. 

Woolnough says that the 
RCMP are especially concerned 
about this case, because the 


suspects were discharging a fire¬ 
arm outside of hunting season 
and with little regard for any 
residents of the area. 

He says that there is a resi¬ 
dence located within a quarter 
mile of the grounds who could 
have been hit by a misfired bul¬ 
let, as well as any traffic on the 
road. 

Woolnough is asking the pub¬ 
lic that if they have any infor¬ 
mation regarding this case, to 
contact the RCMP at 335-3382. 

Another case that the local 
detachment is currently work¬ 
ing on is a break and enter theft 
to a cabin and garage on the 
Burnt Timber Road. 

Woolnough says that the iso¬ 
lated cabin and garage were bro¬ 
ken into sometime between Feb. 
14 and March 4. This is the 
third time this same cabin has 
been broken into. 

Woolnough says that the sus¬ 


pects kicked in the door of the 
garage and removed the follow¬ 
ing items: a 16 ft. Grumman 
silver aluminium canoe; a blue 
older 5 H.P. boat motor; up to a 
least a dozen aluminium hoops 
for a Quonset-type tent; and 
two BC Forestry canvas tents. 

He says that the cabin is 
located in a secluded area and 
whomever is responsible for the 
break in must have had a 4x4 
vehicle. 

If you have any information 
related to either cases, you can 
call the local detachment at 335- 
3382 or Crimestoppers at 1-800- 
222-TIPS (8477). 

Callers may remain anony¬ 
mous and are not required to 
testily in court. 

They are eligible for cash re¬ 
wards up to $2,000 for informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the persons re¬ 
sponsible for the crimes. 


Back alley paving proposed

Potholes and mud puddles may 
soon be a thing of the past. 

At last week's Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, a presenta¬ 
tion was made concerning pav¬ 
ing the back alleys from Checker 
Auto Parts to the Ed Nolan build¬ 
ing. 

Wes Yeoman, Director of En¬ 
gineering and Operational Serv¬ 
ices for the Town of Didsbury, 
spoke about the possibility of 
having the laneways paved, after 
a request was made by a local 
businessman. 

Vance van Dam, owner of 
Vanda Agencies, first approached 
the Town a while back about 
having the alleys paved. 

"It would sure be nice to get 
the alley cleaned up. We could get 
rid of the mud and get rid of the 
dust," said van Dam at the meet¬ 
ing. 

The catch with this proposal 
is that the cost of the paving 
would be on the business owners' 
shoulders and not the Town of 
Didsbury's. 


Each business would be ex¬ 
pected to pay roughly $17.50 per 
lineal foot for the entire length of 
their property. This estimated 
cost would also include having 
the property prepared for pav¬ 
ing. 

Yeoman said that business 
owners would have the opportu¬ 
nity to pay in one lump sum or 


could pay a portion of the ex¬ 
pense with their taxes each year. 

Yeoman was at the Chamber 
of Commerce meeting to inform 
business owners that this idea 
had been proposed and to hear 
what they had to say on the 
matter. 

Yeoman asked the members 
to think the proposal over.

Town opts against 
Agricore grain 
elevator purchase

The Town of Didsbury ha6 decided not to proceed with 
the purchase of the Agricore grain elevator. 

At last Wednesday's council meeting, the group decided 
that the asking price for the elevator was just too high. 

Agricore, who will be closing down the local elevator 
effective March 31, were asking for a $10,000 refundable 
deposit from the Town before they will even consider the 
sale of the building. 

Prior to last week's council meeting, CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment made a presentation to the Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce concerning the elevator. 

Parliament said that he had asked Agricore officials why 
the building couldn't just be donated and was told that it is 
"unprecedented," and that if the Town didn't want the 
elevator it would be torn down immediately after the closing 
date. 

Parliament reported that another Agricore condition 
was that the Town would be responsible for maintaining the 
building so that it wouldn't become a hazard to the public. 

If the Town had been interested in purchasing the 
building, there would also have been interested in purchas¬ 
ing the land upon which it sits, which belongs to CP Rail. 

After a meeting with CPR last week, Parliament reported 
that they would be interested in selling the land for a price 
tag of $3.50 per square foot. 

If the Town had optioned to buy the CPR land, it would 
be an estimated cost of $25-30 thousand. 

At last Wednesday's council meeting, the group decided 
that the cost of keeping the elevator around is just too great. 

A motion was made by Councillor Don Watt that the Town 
of Didsbury "issue a $10,000 refundable deposit to Agricore 
and establish a sub committee to negotiate a fair purchase for 
the Agricore elevator in the Town of Didsbury." 

This motion was defeated in a 4-2 vote. Councillors Gordon 
Quantz and Peter Versluys voted in favour of keeping the 
elevator. 

Another motion was made by Councillor Gary Dolha that 
"administration notify Mountain View County of the Town of 
Didsbury's decision to not pursue the purchase of the Agricore 
elevator, further giving Mountain View County the opportunity 
to negotiate independently with Agricore. 

This motion was carried. 

Parliament says that the Town is not regretting the decision 
that they have made and that they are disappointed with Agricore 
for making the negotiations a tough process. 

'We're very disappointed in them," Parliament said. 

"They made it clear that they have no interest in reason¬ 
ably negotiating with U6. Their demands were just too 
great."

Annexation meeting 

As the Town of Carstairs 
will soon be wrapping up 
their annexation process 
with Mountain View County, 
the Town of Didsbury may 
soon be starting one. 

A motion was made by 
Councillor Gary Dolha at the 
last Town Council meeting, 
that the Town of Didsbury 
may want to meet with the 
Town of Carstairs council to 
discuss their experiences 
with the annexation process. 

"We should meet with them 
because where they went, 
that's where we're going," 
Dolha said. 

"You're in a better posi¬ 
tion to make a decision when 
you see what they've done." 

Council agreed with 
Dolha, are are hoping to meet 
with Carstairs in early April. 


Tenders being taken 

The Town of Didsbury has 
started the tendering process 
for the new RCMP Detachment 
building that will be breaking 
ground this spring. 

Seven pre-qualification bids 
have already been received by 
the Town and they are expect¬ 
ing to receive a reasonable ten¬ 
der on the March 27 deadline. 

Councillor Dolha was feeling 
some concern that the Town of 
Didsbury hasn't been involved 
enough in the tendering proc¬ 
ess. 

Apparently, the last draft 
went to tenders before council 
even had a chance to look at it. 

A number of the councillors 
agreed with Dolha, and CAO 
Evan Parliament said that coun¬ 
cil will get to see the tenders 
very soon and can reject them if 
they are not satisfied. 

The bids are expected to be 
between $1.1 and $1.2 million. 


New water rates released 

At their last meeting, council 
approved Schedule "A" for water 
rates for By-law 97-11. 

Water rates for the basis of 
one month are: a $4.50 adminis¬ 
tration fee; first 1,500 gallons of 
consumption at .0006/gallon; 
and addition gallons used at 
.0056/gallon. 

Bulk water rates are $10 per 
1,000 gallons. 

Sewer rates for the basis of 
one month vary between differ¬ 
ent types of buildings. 

For a single family unit, 
apartments, duplexes, the trailer 
court, stores and offices, the fee 
is $19 a month. 

For hotels, hospitals and 
nursing homes, the cost is 
$414.20 per month. 

The cost per month for 
schools is $300. 

The auxiliary hospital and 
motels pay $197.50 a month. 

The Kinsmen Manor pays 
$144 a month. 


The commercial car washes 
in town currently pay $38/ per 
bay a month. 

Finally, bulk metered prop¬ 
erties with over 80 units pay 
$17 a month in sewer rates. 

Also, a single fee of $25 must 
be paid, in advance, before wa¬ 
ter services will be turned off, 
and the regular sewer and gar¬ 
bage rates will still be payable to 
the Town of Didsbury. All fees 
must be paid up-to-date before 
the service will be turned back 
on. 


Books progress requested 

An item was added to the 
agenda at the request of Coun¬ 
cillor Dolha concerning the sta¬ 
tus of the Seniors Games lefto¬ 
ver funds. 

Dolha was wondering if the 
books had been completed as of 
yet and is requesting that the 
Town send a letter requesting 
an update on the closing of the 
books for the Alberta Seniors 


Games held last summer. 

Council endorsed this sug¬ 
gestion and a letter will be sent 
immediately. 


Sponsorship 

The Town of Didsbury has 
agreed to once again sponsor 
$200 to the Rodeo. 

This money will go towards 
having an ambulance available 
during the rodeo, which will be 
held Aug. 18-20 this year. 


Arbor Day declaration 

The Town of Didsbury has 
proclaimed May 6 as Arbor Day 
in Didsbury. 

This day is being scheduled 
at the request of the Didsbury 
Environmental Advisory Board, 
who feel that it will be a good 
opportunity to clean up the 
Habitat Renewal Project at both 
the Ross Ford and Westglen 
schools. 

Celebrations are being 
planned for thiB upcoming day.

I must commend the Didsbury 
Town Council on their recent de¬ 
cision concerning the Agricore 
elevator. 

I think that they made a wise 
decision when they decided not to 
pursue the purchase of the old 
grain elevator. 

The Agricore elevator will be 
closing its doors forever on March 
31, and the Town of Didsbury 
was given the option to buy the 
building and keep it for histori¬ 
cal purposes. 

It was suggested by members of the community and the 
Didsbury and District Historical Society that the building 
could be used as a farming museum for residents and 
visitors to town. 

The Town of Didsbury were considering looking into 
the purchase of the building. That was until they realized 
exactly how much it was going to cost. 

Agricore wanted a $10,000 deposit on the building so 
that they would consider selling it. Well, for ten grand, I'd 
think you'd be doing more than just considering it. 

If the Town did decide to buy the building, it probably 
would have cost up around $100,000 or so. Pretty pricey 
for a building that dates back to the 1920s. 

Agricore had some conditions for the Town, if they were 
to buy the building. The Town would be responsible for 
maintenance on the building so that it wouldn't become a 
hazard to the public. Throw another $100,000 into the pot. 

Then the Town was considering buying the land upon 
which the elevator sits for a price tag of $3.50 per square 
foot. That would be an approximate cost of $25-30 thou¬ 
sand for the Town. 

All in all, the Town of Didsbury was looking at paying 
close to a quarter million dollars to buy an old elevator 
just for its historical value. 

I realize that Didsbury is a farming community and that 
the elevator means a lot to those who have been involved 
with it over the years. 

But, Didsbury is also a taxpaying community and I 
think that those of us who put out the money each year for 
taxes would rather see the money spent on something that 
will really benefit the town. 

Bravo, Town of Didsbury. A decision well made.

"The fu¬ 
ture of health care is literally at 
stake and the federal govern¬ 
ment is nowhere in sight.

A bold lax system 

i-—- The introduction of Bill 18, the Al¬ 

berta Personal Income Tax Act, in the 
Legislature paves the way for the prov¬ 
ince's new single rate personal income 
tax system. The new system will take 
effect on January 1, 2001. 

"Bill 18 follows through on our prom¬ 
ise to unhook from the federal tax sys-

tion, we will take 132,000 Albertans off 
the provincial tax rolls, eliminate bracket creep, and address the 
difference in taxes paid by single and dual income families." 

Bill 18 calls for an 11 per cent single rate and personal spousal 
exemption levels of $11,620, but Premier Ralph Klein announced 
plans this week to lower the tax rate and adjust exemption levels to 
pass recently announced federal tax savings on to Albertans. Details 
on those changes are expected to follow the release of the province's 
first quarter results. 

"This move is consistent with Alberta's tax policy to maintain the 
most competitive tax regime in Canada," Day said. 'We need to pass 
Bill 18 as it stands now to be ready for next January. The rates and 
exemption levels are one part of a whole," Day said, adding that 
those changes will be made by amending the Act. 

Bill 18 legislates the changes necessary to implement Alberta's 
new income tax system. The system unhooks Alberta from the 
federal system, allowing the province to determine how Alberta's 
income taxes are reduced in the future. All taxpayers will pay a 
single rate and benefit from higher personal and spousal exemp¬ 
tions. Features include: 

• By unhooking from the federal system, Alberta has been able to 
address fairness issues such as the difference in taxes paid by single 
and two income families. Both types of families will save. 

•About 132,000 lower income Albertans will be taken off the 
provincial income tax rolls altogether. 

•The new system is fairer and simpler. Higher exemptions mean 
Albertans will be able to earn more before paying provincial income 
tax. The single rate makes the system fair for everyone and elimi¬ 
nates the disincentive to earn more and work harder. 

"Alberta workers will be the first in Canada to be able to choose 
to take on overtime shiftwork or to increase their skill level and 
not be punished by being pushed into a higher tax bracket," Day 
said. 

Also introduced on March 16 was Bill 19, the Alberta Income Tax 
Amendment Act, 2000. That bill clears the way for the elimination 
of the eight per cent surtax retroactive to January 1 of this year. 
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Stuck with CWB

I was 
overwhelmed to see the spin offs from the sugar beet, potato 
and feed-lot industries and amazed at the added value and the 
activity it has created, with small farms everywhere!! 

Wheat, which is Saskatchewan's biggest crop has virtually 
no added value. There should be flour mills and pasta plants 
dotting the prairie landscape but because of the CWB and its 
archaic policy on buying back one's own grain at prices that are 
unrealistic, make this type of endeavours impossible, 

The Federal government says it subsidizes the farm family 
to the tune of $9.00 per acre. I would like to say that if they are 
subsidizing us it is with our own money! 60% taxes are hidden 
in fuel, 50% in fertilizer, 25% in chemicals plus all the other 
taxes that aren't hidden. The taxes by the two levels of 
Government are totally unacceptable. 

It is time for change!! Much of the Estey and Kroeger reports 
are very good. Give them a chance to work. 

The Farmers' Union has been negative to any change. This 
type of thinking has done more harm than good to farmers. 

The CWB has to change! Those who want to stay with it, 
fine! For me, I want a chance to market my own wheat and 
barley which would increase my bottom line by 30%. 

If there is a profit in farming, you will keep our young 
families on the farm and there will not be a further deteriora¬ 
tion of our rural way of life.

By-Law Amendments 
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Canadians cherish 
public health 

Dear Editor, 

Canadians cherish our publicly funded, universal health 
care system, as have been evidenced by that countrywide 
nervousness with which the new Alberta health bill has 
been greeted. We want to know that we can count on it, that 
it will be there for us when we need it. Living up to this 
expectation is a shared responsibility of federal and provin¬ 
cial governments. The federal government has the respon¬ 
sibility to uphold the five principles of the Canada Health 
Act, which ensure that our health care system is universal, 
portable, comprehensive, accessible and publicly adminis¬ 
tered. In addition, the federal government also funds health 
care through the Canada Health and Social Transfer (CHST) 

- cash and tax transfers given to provincial governments. 
The Alberta Government argues that this is only 13% but 
national economists say it is closer to 33-1/3 (one third). 

In response to concerns expressed by Canadians about 
the ability of our health care system, to meet the demands 
placed upon it, Allan Rock, Minister of Health, has invited 

- creatively within our respective jurisdictions - to reform 
and renew Canada's health care system. He feels, and 
rightly so, that this is more constructive than individual 
meetings with the different premiers. 

Minister Allan Rock has identified three priority areas 
for discussion. First, changing the way that primary health 
care services are delivered, so that more Canadians get the 
care they need to stay healthy. Primary care services are 
those that promote health and prevent illness, and are the 
first level of service that Canadians encounter when they 
use the health care system. Examples include vaccinations, 
examinations, prenatal care and nutritional counselling. 

Secondly, the Minister wants to explore the possibility of 
delivering more health care services to the homes and 
community rooms across Canada. This will help ease the 
overcrowding of our hospitals and emergency rooms. 

Thirdly, he wants to discuss the importance of account¬ 
ability and standards in the nation-wide delivery of health¬ 
care services. These proposals are about finding innovative 
ways to meet the health care needs of Canadians. By 
working together effectively, not only can we deliver better 
service, but also spend our health care dollars more effi¬ 
ciently. 

The Ottawa Liberal government has a deep commitment 
to the Canadian health care system. Last year, in our 1999 
budget, we committed $11.5 billion over the next five years 
to strengthen and modernize health care, and in this year's 
budget we announced an extra $2.5 billion infusion to the 
health care system. However, what many Canadians don't 
realise, is that the federal government also provides addi¬ 
tional funding to the provinces and territories through tax 
point transfers. These tax point transfers involve the fed¬ 
eral government ceding some of its "tax room" to the 
provincial governments, and have been critical in support¬ 
ing the programs and services that we all value. In fact, 
when we formed the government in 1993-94 transfers to the 
provinces, including cash, tax points and equalization pay¬ 
ments, were $37.4 billion. In 1999-2000 they are $38.5 
billion. 

Increased funding to the provinces through the CHST 
was a giant step toward improving our health care system, 
but it is certainly not the last. The Ottawa government will 
continue its efforts to work with our provincial counter¬ 
parts to meet the health care needs - and expectations - of all 
Canadians.

Census 2000 being 
planned by Town 
for this May

If you hear a knock on your door this May, it just might 
be the census calling. 

The Town of Didsbury is planning to conduct a census in 
town from May 1-19, tentatively. 

The Town is currently in the process of looking for a 
Census Coordinator, along with two Enumerators, who 
have prior experience with conducting a municipal census. 

Evan Parliament, CAO for the Town of Didsbury, is 
requesting that anyone who is interested in these paid 
positions call him at 335-3391. 

The last time a municipal census was conducted in 
Didsbury was in 1993. The last federal census was in 1996, 
which pegged Didsbury s population at 3,553. 

This figure is expected to have grown considerably in the 
last four years. 

Parliament says that the census will be conducted door- 
to-door to collect information from residents. 

Parliament says that this is a typical census, which will 
investigate age groups and other demographics in Dids¬ 
bury. 

He says that this information is extremely helpful to 
many organizations, including local schools, the Mountain 
View Management Board, along with developers who are 
interested in focusing on Didsbury. 

Parliament is asking for public support during census 
time and is hopeful that everyone will participate in the 
questionnaire. 

"Higher population for the Town of Didsbury means 
higher grant dollars for us," he said. 

Parliament expects that if everything goes as planned in 
May, the final figures should be back by the first or second 
week of July. 


County endorsing Carslairs 
Annexation project

After a lengthy process Moun¬ 
tain View County has ratified 
an annexation agreement with 
the Town of Carstairs. 

At a meeting held last 
Wednesday, the County decided 
to go ahead with the annexation 
process around the Carstairs 
Golf Course. 

Nine parcels of land, total¬ 
ling about 450 acres with the 
golf course, will soon be part of 
the Town of Carstairs. 

The County has agreed to 
annex the land to Carstairs at a 
significant cost. 

Upon the County’s approval, 
Carstairs now has 30 days to 
issue a $90,000 payment, which 
is in effect on Jan. 1, 2000. 

The County is also asking for 
a minimum of three years of 
municipal taxes from Carstairs, 
which will be the greater of 
$9,000 a year, or whatever taxes 
are collected. 

The County will be guaran¬ 
teed $27,000 over those three 
years. 

Also, for seven years after 
that, the County would get the 
taxes by July 30 of each year, if 
taxes can still be assessed on 
golf courses during that time. 
County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude said that has to be a 
provincial decision, and is one 
that can’t be made at a munici¬ 
pal level. 


The grand total of this an¬ 
nexation will be a maximum of 
$180,000 revenue for the 
County, based on the $90,000 
down payment and $9,000 a year 
for up to 10 years. 

Another condition of this 
annexation has to do with the 
sale of water to the County. 

The Town of Carstairs has 


agreed to sell water to the County 
at normal Town rates. 

The County does say that the 
water must be significant enough 
to meet the needs of the Town of 
Carstairs first. 

The water issue is still pend¬ 
ing approval from the Mountain 
View Regional Water Commis-

abandon their fledglings immediately. With beady eyes they 
watch the progress and stand by to offer warnings and 
nourishment. 

Why don't humans behave the same way? We cater to our 
babes for an outrageous number of years. When our children 
decided to fly solo, my husband and I realized we now had room 
to preen our feathers contentedly and refurbish the nest. But 
our young ones kept flying home. On these drop-in days the 
nest returned quickly to its preflight topsy-turvy state: dirty 
laundry, unknown visitors, grotesque music, sibling squawk¬ 
ing, and shrill demands for food. This pattern continued for 
several years. Finally my shell cracked and a white foaming 
fury erupted. 

A few weeks before a traditional family gathering I phoned 
my son to ask when he would be home. He chirped, "I'm not 
sure but I'll go wherever the food is." My daughter was 
nonspecific. She cooed, "I can't really decide. I guess I could 
come home but a friend has asked me to go to her house.” 

These responses broke the bough. My chicks had suc¬ 
cumbed to indifference. The time was ripe for role reversal 
therapy. I yanked the phone book from the shelf and located 
a travel agency. Within minutes I had booked a holiday 
package to Mexico. I then phoned both children and told them 
we wouldn't be available for celebrations this year; they should 
make other plans. The response was stunned silence. 

When we swooped through the front door a week later a 
surprise greeted us. Our children had descended before our 
arrival and scrambled into the kitchen to scratch up refresh¬ 
ments. A crackling fire blazed in the fireplace and soothing 
music trilled. After heartfelt embraces, my daughter looked at 
me fervently. "Mom," she said, "we've learned our lesson. We 
won't take you for granted again." 

I hadn't expected this outcome. But the decisive action that 
was taken taught the children quickly what family loyalty and 
maturity mean.

The Wheatland Com¬ 
munity Crisis Society has 
recently expanded in the 
area of family violence 
awareness to include a 
Public Educator. 

Public education in¬ 
cludes family violence 
training, sharing informa¬ 
tion and resources, as well 
as promoting shelter serv¬ 
ices. 

These services are of¬ 
fered to both profession¬ 
als and community mem¬ 
bers within region 5. 

A rural community is 
often viewed by the rest of 
the society as a place where 
quiet folk live amidst 
peaceful valleys and roll¬ 
ing hills. This has become 
a source of pride for rural 
communities and farm 
families. However, this 
very ideal of rural life 
leaves no room for the 
presence of family violence. 


The stigma, "NOT HERE", 
"NOT US", makes it diffi¬ 
cult for those who are liv¬ 
ing with violence. 

It is a public educator's 
role to begin to connect 
with rural communities 
and provide them with 
resources and information 
that support the fact that 
family violence can hap¬ 
pen anywhere. It is here 
and it is happening to us! 
This begins to cultivate 
awareness within farm 
communities which is the 
first step toward preven¬ 
tion. 

A project called "Fam¬ 
ily Violence in Rural, 
Farm and Remote Canada" 
explains that education 
will eliminate the denial 
of family violence in farm 
homes and communities. 
Farm women have stated 
that there is a need to 
develop a rural education 


and awareness campaign 
that breaks through the 
barriers that are keeping 
rural families from deal¬ 
ing effectively with family 
violence. Canadian farm 
women recommend that 
rural education and 
awareness should involve 
advertisements targeted 
at: 

1. Denial of the pres¬ 
ence of family violence in 
rural communities and on 
family farms. 

2. Persons who are geo¬ 
graphically and deliber¬ 
ately isolated. 

It is our belief at the 
Wheatland Communities 
Crisis Society that by 
sharing the information 
we have our community 
will become intolerant of 
violence.

ven, “but it’s just a wonderful way to mix the youth of the 
world up, and it really does help in international relations.” 
The one-year program enables qualified high school students 
between the ages of 15 and 18, the opportunity to live with a 
host family while attending a local high school for one 
academic year. “Because Canada is so big, it’s very important 
for Canadians to rub shoulders with people from other 
nations,” says Jean. “It’s also very beneficial for applying to 
universities and colleges and for jobs, because it says a lot 
about a student's character.” Host families are recruited 
throughout the year, and the Didsbury STS is looking for a 
host family for the fall. There are about 30 foreign students 
in the province now. One of the great things about STS is that 
“the kids participating know they are wanted, because the 
host families are not paid, they just provide room and board,” 
and a willingness to share their lives with a foreign exchange 
student. Because STS is non-profit, the student’s parents 
provide all other funding. “The more they can know about 
the world and other cultures, the better,” Jean states. “It’s 
very, very practical and valuable, especially for that age of 
kid. Participating in this kind of exchange just might do a 
little bit of good down the road.”

Way of Life: The Foundation of Living 


Part one of a Tu>o Part 
Series 

Throughout the world many 
Christian congregations are 
observing the ancient Christian 
season of Lent. The word “Lent 
originally meant “spring”. 
Many Christians celebrate Lent 
of Spring as a period of rebirth 
and renewal in preparation for 
Easter and the celebration of 
Jesus’s resurrection from the 
dead. 

For some Christians this pe¬ 


riod of preparation is used to get 
back to the basics of life. Just as 
regular inspections of our vehi¬ 
cles are important to their 
smooth running so there is ben¬ 
efit to regular inspections of our 
lives. The season Lent can be a 
helpful aid in this endeavour. 

As I contemplate the founda¬ 
tion of my life, the memory of 
my sainted grandparents come 
to mind. They lived an interest¬ 
ing life including the experience 
of the dirty thirties when they

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: There are several single parents in my 
church who seem to be so needy. I would like to help them, 
but honestly, I am barely able to do everything necessary to 
care for my own family. What responsibility do you think 
I have to help these other families? 

DR. DOBSON: Everyone is busy today. I don’t know of 
any families who aren’t experiencing fatigue and time 
pressure. None of us need new things to do, certainly, but 
I do believe it is our duty to reach out to those who are going 
through hard times. 

This is especially true of single parents because their 
vulnerable children are the ones who suffer. Many years 
ago, my wife, Shirley, was working around the house one 
morning when a knock came at the front door. When she 
opened it, there stood a young woman in her late teens, who 
called herself Sally. “I’m selling brushes,” she said, “and I 
wonder if you’d like to buy any.” Well, my wife told her she 
wasn’t interested in buying anything that day, and Sally 
said, “I know. No one else is, either.” And with that, she 
began to cry. Shirley invited Sally to come in for a cup of 
coffee and share her story. She turned out to be an 
unmarried mother who was just struggling mightily to 
support her 2-year-old son. 

That night, we went to her shabby little apartment above 
a garage to see how we could help this mother and her 
toddler. When we opened the cupboards, there was nothing 
there for them to eat, and I mean nothing. 

That night, they had both dined on a can of Spaghetti- 
O’s. We took her to the market and we did what we could 
to help get her on her feet. Sally is obviously not the only 
single mother out there who is desperately trying to survive 
in a hostile world, and they could sure use a little kindness 
— to have someone offer to baby-sit, or bring over a meal, 
or repair the washing machine, or just to show a little 
thoughtfulness. 

Raising kids alone is the toughest job in the universe. 
Can you find it in your heart to baby-sit for that single 
mother one afternoon a week? Or maybe you can fix extra 
food when you cook and take it over some evening. Imagine 
what that kindness will convey to a mom or dad who comes 
home exhausted and discovers that someone cares about 
his or her little family. Not only will it bring encourage¬ 
ment to the parent, but one or more children will bless you 
as well.

lost their farm. They also lived 
at a time of rapid technological 
change going from horse power 
to rocket power, from farming 
the land by hand and man power 
to men going to the moon. They 
knew hard work but also en¬ 
joyed creature comforts. All the 
twists and turns which were 
thrown at them did not seem to 
bother them. I wondered what 
was the secret to their seem¬ 
ingly unshakable foundation. 

I recall a house blessing that 
seems to me to summarize their 
life’s foundation. The blessing 
went like this, “Where there is 
faith, there is love; where there 
is love, there is peace; where 
there is peace, there is blessing; 
where there is blessing, there is 
God; where there is God, there 
is no need.” 

The words of this blessing 
mirror for me the words that St. 
Paul was once given to speak to 
a Christian congregation in 
Rome as he revealed to them the 
foundation of life. His words 
can be condensed as follows: 
“Where there is faith, there is 
peace, where there is peace, there 
is suffering; where there is suf¬ 
fering, there is perseverance; 
where there is perseverance, 
there is character; where there 
is character, there is hope; where 
there is hope, there is the Holy 
Spirit, pouring out his love.” 
(Romans 5:1-11) 

The foundation for life is the 
salvation which we have received 
through faith in Jesus Christ. 
The centre of our faith and life is 
that we are saved by God’s grace 
alone through faith alone with¬ 
out any deeds of the law. Christ 
has brought us into the pres¬ 
ence of the most Holy, Almighty 
God where we stand without 
guilt or accusations. Here in 
the presence of God, we enjoy 
peace which the world can not 
give and which is not dependent 
upon what is happening in the 
world as it impacts upon our 
lives. It is a quiet confidence 
about our relationship with God 


and a quiet contentment about 
ourselves and our lives. 

Such a foundation does not 
ignore hardships. Even as we 
enjoy peace in the pres¬ 
ence of the Almighty we 
know that all is not easy 
in this life. We will expe¬ 
rience the twists and 
turns of life and the pain 
and hurt which can often 
accompany such experi¬ 
ences. But our confidence 
is that God can work good 
even in our suffering. And 
through such times in our 
lives, God draws us closer 
to Him. Through the 
twists and turns, hurt 
and pain God can and 
does produce perseverance, the 
brave patience to continue to 
live life under hardship and dif¬ 
ficulty. Such perseverance pro¬ 
duces character and such char¬ 
acter produces hope; a gift of 
God poured out on our lives 
from the heart of a loving God. 



This hope will never be disap¬ 
pointed or put to shame. 

My grandparent’s foundation 
for life was this simple faith in 
God. They 
trusted in an 
incompre¬ 
hensible God 
to provide 
everything 
necessary 
for their life 
and salva¬ 
tion. While 
they lived 
most of their 
lives with 
twists and 
_I turns, un¬ 
certainty 
and hardships, they knew no 
need. 

We too have a sure founda¬ 
tion which will stand the twists 
and turns and the ups and downs 
of life. By God’s grace alone 
through faith alone our salva¬ 
tion and life are secured.

"The number of 
Albertans who lost their 
lives on farms last year are 
down significantly, and 
that's encouraging," says 
Solomon Kyeremanteng, 
head of Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment's farm safety 
program, Edmonton. "In 
1999, there were 17 farm 
fatalities in Alberta, com¬ 
pared to 28 in 1996,18 in 
1997 and 25 in 1998." 

A study of farm fatali¬ 
ties in the province from 
1996 to 1999 was recently 
completed and released. 
Highlights from this study 
include: 

•all together 88 fatality 
cases were reported during 
the four year study period, 
1996 - 1999. 

The farm fatality trends 
were as follows: 1996 - 28; 


1997 - 18; 1998 - 25; 1999 - 
17 

•farm machinery ac¬ 
counted for 52 fatalities or 
59 percent of reported cases 
•tractors represented

tion (2). Each of silos, 
trenches, knives, twine, 
manure pits and bees ac¬ 
counted for one fatality 
•adults above 60 years 
old represented the high¬ 
est number of fatalities (26). 
They also represented the

•children aged 0-19 
years came second. These 
children account for 24 fa¬ 
talities. Of these, 10 were 
aged 0-5 years old

"Safety on 
the farm is a year-long, 
everyday necessity. Injury 
incidents can happen at any 
time not just during peak 
seasons such as seeding 
and harvest.

Arbor Day was founded 128 years ago by J. 
Sterling Morton of Nebraska. A native New Yorker, 
Mr. Morton moved to Nebraska where he became a 
member of the State Board of Agriculture, and later 
the United States Secretary of Agriculture. In 
January of 1872 he introduced a resolution to 
declare April 10th, 1872 a day for tree planting. The 
day was called Arbor Day and it is now more 
important than ever, being celebrated in countries 
all over the world. Arbor day, or a day for planting 
trees has been celebrated in Alberta since at least 
the 1890's. What better year to revive this tradition 
than this year in Didsbury? 

Tree Facts 

Urban areas without trees are "heat islands". 
One hundred million additional trees in cities would 
save $2 billion per year in energy costs.

Extend farm aid 


package to all 


UGG's Board of Direc¬ 
tors is calling on the fed¬ 
eral government to ex¬ 
tend its recently an¬ 
nounced farm aid pack¬ 
age to include farmers in 
Alberta and the Peace 
district of British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Meeting in Winnipeg, 
UGG directors agreed 
that the $240 million fed¬ 
eral farm aid package, 
announced for Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan farm¬ 
ers, should be expanded 
to include all prairie 
farmers. The announce¬ 
ment indicated that the 
aid package was designed 
to help grain farmers 
adjust to higher trans¬ 
portation costs amid low 
grain prices. 

In a letter sent today 
to the Prime Minister, 
UGG President Ted Allen 
noted that farmers all 
across the prairies have 
seen a significant in¬ 
crease in grain transpor¬ 
tation costs in recent 
years. 

As well, many prairie 
farmers, especially those 
in the Peace district, 
have seen more than 
their share of weather- 
related crop failures over 
the past four years. 

On Tuesday, the Al¬ 
berta government an¬ 


nounced a provincial 
farm aid package worth 
a total of $145 million. 
UGG is asking the fed¬ 
eral government to cost- 
share this program in a 
manner similar to the 
package announced for 
Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba farmers. 

UGG is also calling 
for funding to be pro¬ 
vided on a similar basis 
to assist B.C. farmers in 
the Peace district. 
Allen concluded his let¬ 
ter by noting that the 
financial problems that 
many prairie farmers are 
experiencing are a direct 
result of trade, transpor¬ 
tation, marketing and 
tax policies that fall un¬ 
der exclusive federal ju¬ 
risdiction. 

"Given that these fi¬ 
nancial difficulties are 
directly linked to federal 
policies, it is UGG's view 
that these assistance pro¬ 
grams should be financed 
by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Prairie farmers will 
continue to be justified 
in demanding these 
'regulatory offset pay¬ 
ments' until such time as 
the federal government 
begins to address the 
underlying causes in a 
meaningful way.” 


Acme wheat grower Murray Sorensen 
1 reduces the risk of Group I resistant wild oats 
by following a strict chemical rotation. 


Alberta farmer Murray Sorensen 
had an inkling what was wrong 
four years ago when he spotted a 
100 foot wide wild oat escape on a 
55 acre wheat field. 

"I used to do business in southern 
Manitoba in the Red River Valley, 
and we saw a lot of herbicide resis¬ 
tance there," says Sorensen, who 
currently farms 1,500 acres of 
wheat, canola and barley at Acme, 
AB, 55 miles northeast of Calgary. 
"It wasn't something that was totally 
new and foreign." 

A spot resprav ruled out the 
possibility of a sprayer miss, and a 
sample test confirmed his suspicions: 
the wild oats were resistant to the 
Group I chemistry of herbicides. 

After the tests came back positive, 
Sorensen took immediate action. 
The field had at least a five sear 
history of Group 1 herbicides, and 
he implemented a strict herbicide 
rotation program at once Herbicide 
application records are now care¬ 
fully tracked by computer, field by 
field. \ pilot scouting project with 


his local retailer helps identify new 
weed challenges before they get out 
of control. 

Today, Sorensen is confident he has 
nipped Group 1 wild oats resistance 
in the bud. Over the past three years, 
ASSERT, a herbicide in the Group 2 
family, has effectively controlled both 
wild oats and Group 1 resistant wild 
oats in his wheat. 

“ASSERT does a good job," 
Sorensen says, adding he'd have 
“no problem" coming back with a 
Group 2 such as .ASSERT this year. 

The key to tackling resistance, he 
says, is identifying the problem and 
taking quick remedial action. 
"Resistance is going to be a huge 
problem if you don’t address it." he 
says. "Determine what your problems 
are and you work from there. 

"It may be a little patch now, but 
that patch will only grow. The seeds 
just replenish. You might as well 
deal with what's in front of you. 
There's no use hiding in the weeds 
and hoping for the best"

The Cropmasters 
Crop Club and Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development initi¬ 
ated a project in 1998 to 
address this problem. 

"The objectives of the 
project are to demonstrate 
the ability to apply ma¬ 
nure from cow-calf opera¬ 
tions onto direct seeded 
land without incorpora¬ 
tion,” explains Kevin 
Yaremchuk, conservation 
technologist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Vegreville. 

"We re focusing primarily 
on an even manure appli¬ 
cation without incorpora¬ 
tion and the potential for 
interference with the seed¬ 
bed, potential problems 
with germination and any 
changes in the weed spec¬ 
trum." 

At each of the project's 
five sites, a 10 acre parcel 
was chosen for manure 
application. The project 
team used GPS to select 
three benchmark soil sam¬ 
pling sites in each 10-acre 
parcel and three sites on 
adjacent land without 
manure application, for 
comparison. 

The manure was ap¬ 
plied at each site follow¬ 
ing the cooperator's nor¬ 
mal practices, either raw 
or composted manure, at 
regular rates. 'We used a 
custom applicator at all 
the sites, and tried to meas¬ 
ure the application rate at 
each site,” says 
Yaremchuk. "Initial rates 
are at levels producers 
think are acceptable. As 
the project progresses, 
these levels will be as¬ 
sessed as acceptable, high 
or low. Were working 
with custom applicators 
towards setting applica¬ 
tion rates according to 
plant uptake." 

Cropmasters president, 

Larry Kitz of Two Hills is 
one of the cooperators in 
the project. He says, "We're 
using composted manure 
and feel it provides really 
big benefits. By 
composting, we reduce the 
volume in half, which 
makes a big difference to 
our custom hauling bill." 

Composted manure is 
very peaty and pliable with 
no lumps, making it very 
easy for spreading and for 
the seed drill to pass 
through. It can also be 
applied in fall or spring, 
there's no waiting for it to 
break down because it's 
already been broken down 
by the composting proc¬ 
ess. 

"It's too early to see any 
real agronomic benefits 
yet, but we are expecting 
benefits in soil tilth and 
fertility, especially for 
phosphate and potash," 
adds Kitz. "We also ex¬ 
pected a big inconvenience 
with trying to compost the
